29,000 Men Have 
Perished Underground 


~\ T OT very pleasant, nor creditable to 
l\l 
America, certainly, is a report just 


•*• ' 
made to the French government 


by M. Taffanel, 
an expert sent to investi- 


gate the numerous coal-mine disasters on 
this side the Atlantic. 


Mine operators of the United States, 


as a rule,_he thinks, have little-regard for 
human life, judging from the almost gen- 
eral lack of effective 
means to guard the 


Ihes of the. 630,000 or so men and^boys 
who are compelled to earn their livelihood 
burrowing in the bowels of the earth. 


To appalling proportions, .indeed, has 


the death rate in coal mines-grown of re- 
cent years. Annually nearly as, many lives 
are snuffed 
out in under ground-horrors as 


the United States lost, by bullet and dis- 
ease combined, during the war with Spain, 
and more than twice the number are in- 
jured.With his life in his hand, the Ameri- 
can miner goes to his daily toit~r More than ' 
three times as many per thousand.'employed 
are killed on this side the Atlantic annually 
as meet death in the deeper pits of France 
and Belgium, and nearly three times as 
many as in the mines of Great Britain. 
Prussia, with the worst record in Europe, 
shows an annual death toll from-mine dis- 
asters only two-thirds as heavy per thou- 
tand as that of America.

As a maker of widows .and orphans the 


coal mine holds high-rank among the in- 
dustries of the country.

HEN M. Taffeuel. made his scathing 


criticism of American mining meth- 
ods, at least three bills -intended, to 


. prevent, so far as possible, such ter- 


rible disasters as- have; marked -the-last sis 
months werb pending in. Congress,-their spon- 
sors being Representatives McHenry and'Wat- 
son, of Pennsylvania, and Englebright, of "Call-" 


These provide for the establishment of a 


' Bureau of ilmes and Mining, to be included, in 
the Department of Commerce and Labor., The 
bureau will liave power to'investigate mining ac- 
cidents, with :. view to preventing .them, a'nd ^'so 
to plan the establishment of a fund out of which 
r.irviving victims of. accidents may be compen- 
sated or the dependents of those killed-may-be- 


pensioned. 
For it isn't alone the men and boys whose 


laves may be snuffed out without-warning by an 
explosion of firedamp or the collapst-of a_ treach- 
erous mine roof who are to be considered in plan- 
ring battle [.gainst the underground demon of 
ceath.

Down, the long, .slanting tunnel they had 


gone, their jokes ' and , laughter floating back 
through the grimy passages, the lights in their 
caps .flickering' like fireflies in the deepening 
dusk. • 


In the.town above, wives and mothers were- 


busy about their household .tasks-and tending 
the wants-of little.ones, who, in time, fhey be- 
lieved, were destined.to join the daily procession, 
of'-underground toilers.'

For days the sad after-story engaged the at- 


. tention of a, horrified country, arid then passed, 
virtually .from'mind, as h'ad done'many, other 
calamities, of .like nature.

terest,to other things.

; It was .the-terrible explosion in the. Cour- 
riers mine, near Calnis,. France, in 1906, causing 
the death'of 1060'miners, that led to a stiffen- 


"•in'g of French mining regulations and to the-es- 
tablishment, under the "direction of M. Taffanel, 
of a special-government station.to make a study 
of inflammable substances "present in the cham- 
bers of mines and which endanger the lives of 
miners through explosions. This is part of the • 
work.proposed for the Bureau of Mining in this 
country.

That-disaster, too, affected the percentage of 


. French.mine fatalities for the year—a percent- 


age that had been becoming remarkably small.. 


INCREASE IN DISASTERS 


As stated,. America leads the principal coal-, 


mining.countries: of; the world-in .mine fatalities. 
. Andin.recent years :there.has been, a marked in- 


crease in both • the number ; and seriousness , of 
such .disasters. ••

In the last .seventeen years 22-,840 men and 


boys'have-been killed'in the coal mines of the 
United State.s. 


And many more thousands have .been in- 


jured,.'many maimed" for -life.

• ' In 1906—the latest year for which official 
statisticsihave'been compiled—2061 .were killed 
and 4800, injured. Tn -1.905 the deaths numbered 
2097 and; in. 1904 'they were 1999. 


During, the last six years there have been 


' as'many .violent deaths, in the mines as during 


the preceding eleven'years, the number having 
prifctfedly doubled.

1ft 1890 there were T01 fatalities; this 


number was about equaled by two accidents late 
last year—those at Monongah, W, Va,, anil 
the Darr mine ia western Pennsylvania. 


Four mine disasters alone, in the TJnit<"! 


States, toward the close of last year, resulted 
in the loss of nearly one thousand lives. 


This increase rof fatalities during recent • 


years,, say Messrs.' Clarence• Hall nnd Walter 
O. Snelling, experts of .the-United States Geo- 
logical Survey, "has been due in part to tha 
lack of proper and enforceable mine regulations; 
in part to the lack of reliable information con- 
cerning the explosives used in mining and_ the 
conditions under which they can be used safely 
' in the presence of the gas and dust encountered^ 


in the mines, and in part to the fact that in 
th<j. development of coal mining not only, is the 
number of mines increasing, but many areas, 
from which coal is taken are either deeper or . 
farther from the entrance, where good ventlla- 
.t.ion is .more difficult and the danperous accu-. 
•mulatious of explosive'gas are. more frequent,

PROTECTIVE MEASURES NEEDED . 
• . 


"The increase both in the number and th-9 


seriousness .of mine " explosions in tho United1 
States during past years may be expected to 
.continue,"-they say.'further, "unless the country 
. adopts means- that liave proved successful ia 
European countries, where the proportionate 
death rate has been .materially reduced." 


A:glance at the figures will'show thatEurop» 


• is far ahead of the United States in preventing 
mine disasters. 


'In-1895, in-America, the; ratio of persons 


killed was .2.07 -for every 1000 .men employed. 
A steady increase in the ratio followed; in 1908- 
it reached 3.40 per. 1000. And this'.ratio was 
exceeded in 1902 and 1905. 


Prior to 1840, when the first preventive, 


measures were taken, Belgium had killed ia 
its mines an average of 3.19 for every 1000 men.' 
employed. . That ratio in the period of 1901-1906 
had been reduced to 1.02, or one-third that of 
the United States. In .190(3 the Belgian- ratio 
had dropped, to .94, while that of America bad- 
risen to 3.40. 


Great Britain dropped its ratio .of deaths 


per 1000 men employed from 1.50 in 1891 to 1.29 
in 1&06; the Prussian ratio decreased from-2.94' 
in-1880'to 1.80 in 1904; that of France.dropped 
in five years from 1.03.per 1000 to .84. 


America, only, has shown a steady increase 


of fatalities. 


. Why is this? Why is America today killing 


more men per 1000 employed, or per million tons 
of coal produced,-than ever before, or than feny. 
other country kills? 


Experts declare that the. mines of America 


can be worked more-easily than uioso of any. 
other country, and with less danger. 


. European mines, as a i'ule, are older, hava 


.been carriedLdeeper into tlie earth and are con-, 
sidered more, gaseous.

It is often said that women do very 


little In the field of musical compo- 
sition. 
Although it is acknowledged 


that they alone make concerts pos- 
sible by their patronage, that they 
are 
otten 'even the inspiration of 


music, and that they have the fac- 
ulty of discovering genius before it 
passes to the grave, nevertheless the 
reproach remains. 
Granted all that, it is saM, how ac- 


count 
tot the seriously damnatory 


fact 
that 
woman, though she has 


been living as long as man, has nev- 
ertheless lot her accomplishment 
in 


the making of music fall so far short 
of his? The world in its attitude on 
this buruning question is roakim,', or 
has lately made, a spectacle for the 
next generation to wonder at. 
The 


fact ia that woman is remarkable for 
havlns composed so much. 
Woman Interdicted. 


It Is first to be remembered, as 1t 


Is 
generally 
forgotten, that ever 


since the world began 
womankind 
has 
been systematically Interdicted 


from the serious pursuit of every art 
and science other than that of the 
household and domesticity. Men have 
been 
encouraged 
to rummage the 


world and its heavens and Its <leeps 
for their scope. 
The. shame of the 


universities of academic learning has 
been the shame- of the'musical con- 
servatories and colleges. : 


They 
have 
refused degrees and 


' prizes to women -who have brilliantly 


qualified for them, because 1t was out 
of their policy to certify to any wo- 
man's achievement in. their, line. No- 
tably In point was the case of Miss 
Elizabeth ' Stirling, one of the most 
proficient of English organists, 
who 


died ten or fifteen years ago; a com- 
poser, too,, of good orchestral anrt vo- 
cal music. She submitted to the Uni- 
versity of Oxford, for the degree of 
Bach.-lor Of Music, her exquisite I'salm 
CXXX for five voices and orchestra. 
Her -work -was 'accepted as a contribu- 
tion and highly praised. Had it been 
that of a.man, the powers of Oxford 
admitted, it would have been accorded 
the degree. 
Refused Degree. 


But the prima. facie evidence of the 


gex of Miss Stirling was not to be 
lightly ignored by so august, a. body 
and the degree was never hers. .Had 
It but occurred to the lady to mas- 
querade In trousers, and an apprpp'ri 
at9 nom de plume, how conclusive!} 
she might have out-Iogiclzed logic! 
The same university, as late as 1903, 
refused the same degree for the same 
reason to another candidate who had 
qualified for it. 
This was Adelaide 


Thomas, a well-known English writer 
of church music. 


Theater and opera-house managers 


had their due role in the discourage- 
ment of women composers, and the 
essentially practical nature of their 
denials 
made 
these more weighty 


than those of. the conferrers of de- 
grees. Carlotta Ferrari, however, .was 
one woman who successfully 
with- 


stood their hostility. 
She was, 
no 


doubt, the greatest .woman composer 
of modern times In Italy. She wrote 
an opera "Ugo," which theater man- 
agers refused to accept because Sig- 
nora Ferrari was of the wrong sex. 


Hired a Theater. 


That was in 1856, when the com- 


poser was nineteen years, of age. She 
aired a theater, thereupon—the Santa, 
Radagonda Theater at 
Milan—and 


produced therein her "Ugo" at her 
own expetise in the following year. 
It made a big hit, and big 
profits, 


and so -did Slgnora Ferrari's two suc- 
ceeding operas. 
Many Women Composers. 


In modern times, thirty-eight wo- 


men are.-the authors of symphonies; 
about the same number have written 
operas; tvrenty-have-composed masses. 
and ten, .oratorios; fifty have written 
cantatas; thirty, piano or violin con- 
certos, and-'sixty, or more, duets and 
quartets and- the like for violin and 
piano. ' Others • have 
written organ 


music and compositions for the 'cello, 
the 
piano, the fluter and the, harp, 


but by far. the most popular form of 
musical expression among women'has 
been the song. 
Concerning this fact, 


so conservative a critic -'as ha" of the 
London Chronicle .Js moved. to -say: 
"Curiously enough, at the present day, 
it is the, women wjjo excel in ^lyrical 
composition." 


•Cecile Chaminade. 


-The most universally known among 
the great women composers is Cecile 
Chaminade, 
and it 
is principally 


through her songs that she-is thus 
popularly famous. 
If demand is any 


criterion of excellence in music, she 
stands at the head of the song-writ- 
ers of France, according to the statis- 
tics of the French music-trade,. which 
inform us that morp of her works are 
sold today, than of any other composer 
of the salon. Some'of the best known 
of : her 
songs: in 
this 
country 


are 
"April," "Madrigal," "Amoroso,' 


"Colette,"'"My Neighbor," "As in Oc- 
tober," "Captive Love," "Berceuse,' 
and so on, and they are names that 
bring a thrill of anticipation when 
they are met. on a concert program.

and some of these early productions 
led the distinguished Bizet to offer 
her, even at that age, Ills sincerest 
encouragement.

cal career, but the young girl stuck to 
her passionate aim,. and made", a bril- 
liant 
debut as pianist at eighteen 


years of age, with a program chiefly

Grandval. The latter is, perhaps, the 
most versatile" of women composers. 
There Is no form she has not mas- 
tered. -Her seven- chief operas have 
been produced with success in .various 
French. and German .cities, and her 
church music is considered to be ol 
the best' of modern .composers. :But 
no doubt the greatest woman 'com- 
poser of France,: a,nd perhaps of. the 
world, was Augusta Holmes, who ,died 
in 1903,-,at,.tha .age of fifty-six. Her 
works, show more depth than those of 
Chaminade, and have a wider range 
Imbert • pronounces her "masterly in 
her ease," and.declares that "all. the 
resources of orchestration were known 
to her." 
Augusta Holmes was born in Paris 


of Irish parents. 
She in course of 


time became naturalized in France 
Like Chaminade, she had to bear op- 
position from her family In hitching 
her wagon to a musical star, and she 
too, 
was a prodigy as a child. At 


eleven years of age she conducted an 
artillery band at Versailles through a 
spirited quick-step of her own compo- 
sition.

Her First Opera. 
' ""'"•" 


At twenty-seven she produced her 


first opera, "Hero et Leandre," 
and 


symphonies 
and other great works 


followed rapidly. 
Her "Ode Triom- 


phale" for the Exposition of 1889, like 
the shot of Concord, was heard round 
the world. - 
• 
The city of Florence-soon-afterward 


sent her an order for a work that 


has had equal success as a' composer 
of songs, and has put many of Ander- 
sen's Fairy Tales *to, music. 
Foremost American. 


Being in the region of the superla- 


tive,. one would logically include Mrs. 
H. ;H. A. Beach, the foremost woman 
coniposer - of America, and, perhaps, 
Of 
the 
living world. The United 


States, by the way, from the fact of 
a lesser prejudice against women in 
the. field of musical composition, and 
also because of Ita .-. excellent facilities 
for musical education, has so far pro- 
duced a larger proportion of women 
composers than any country of Eu- 
rope. 
' 


.Mrs. Beach herself has received no 


musical training outside of her 
own 


country. Her 
greatest 
orchestra: 


composition is her "Gaelic Symphony,1 
.which was first .produced, in 1896 bi 
the Boston Symphony .Orchestra, and 
has been played 'by it several times 
'since. It is 'an exalted piece of work 
without a ^phrase that Js common- 
place, .and 'its, mastery .of orchestra- 
tion-is .sublime. 
Mrs. Beach's music 


'like that of Augusta Holmes, and to 
a leaser degree' Cham-inade's,. is 
no 


uingle-sexed. It shows neither obtru- 
sive, femininity out of place, nor mas- 
'culine abnormality, such as might re- 
sajt from straining' after heavy effect 
Her Art Complete. . " 


Her art Is complete art, not hal 


endowed, wanting a complement. I 
can express itself in virile thunder 
or in tender'rain-gush.of melody, as 
maod may best find outlet. It is emo- 
tionally powerful, strong ot concep- 
tion, at the same time that It is In 
tellectually rarefied, and it IB always 
controlled, within a scholarly ' tech 
nlque. 


When Mrs. Beach was nineteen she 


commenced' a mass in S3 flat fo 
voices, organ, and -a' small orchestra 
At this she worked fort three years 
achieving ' finally a, masterpiece 
o 


symmetry and beauty, of which thi 
Boston Beacon said in a <ontempor 
ary Issue: 
"Surely, this work is to 


be /paragoned with the great stand- 
ard. masses of the time which Ge'r- 
mahy, Italy :, and France produce."

Mrs. Beach lives in Boston. 
She 


comes of pure American stock of an- 
cient >llenage, 
arid was born Amy 


Marcy Cheney, in the small town of 
Henniker, New Hampshire. 
She is

pitch, and a memory for musio so 
•emarkable that when she was only 
wo years old she could sing with ac- 
curacy 
more 
than forty different, 


tunes. Besides the works just cited, 
Mrs. 
Beach has written a great deal 


of pianoforte1 music, notably a sat of 
'Variations on Balkan. Themes," mu- 
sic for the violin, and', a. large num- 
ber of songsi of which tlie best known 
are: "Dark is the Night," "Ecstasy," 
'Dearie," "Three 
French 
Songs," 


'The Western .Wind," and. "Lullaby." 


Another .eminent American woman 


composer is Margaret Ruthven Lang, 
also of Boston, whose father is the 
well-known musician, J. B. Lang, of 
that city. Her song, "Lament," is one 
of the greatest of songs, and nroof 
positive of woman's high capabilities 
for composltipn. Other songs of Miss 
Lang's may seem to others no less 
beautiful. 
They are as subtle as the 


ideation of Maeterlinck, rare and ex- 
quisite. Some of their .-titles are, 
"The 
Spinning 
Song," 
"My Lady 


Jacqueminot," 
"Nameless 
.Pain," 


"Ghosts," 
and 
"Eros." 
Margaret 


Lang has written besides several con- 
cert overtures, which have been play- 
ed by the Boston Symphony arid'the 
Theodore Thomas orchestra; also a 
number of pianoforte pieces. .

Among other contemporary women 


composers of the highest standing are: 
Agathe 
Backer-Grondahl, 
of

Frau von Bronsart, of Sweden; 


Ethe'l M. Smyth, Alice Mary Smith, 
and Liza Lehmann, of England;' and 
Louisa A. Lebeau, of Germany. 


Of these, the best known in Amer- 


ica, no doubt, is Liza Lehmann (Mrs. 
Herbert 
Bedford), 
who wrote, the. 


musical setting of "The Bubaiyat," 
called "In a Persian Garden." She 
has lately composed a light opera on 
the "Vicar of Wakefleld," in which 
David' . Bispham . has -been starring 
abroad, and in. which New York may 
see him next 
winter. Mr. Bisham 


says of the work that "It makes no 
pretense to.be of the kind suitable foi 
grand opera. 
It is delightfully me- 


lodious, and of a character conso- 
nant 
to 
its 
eighteenth 
centurj 


theme." 


Alice Mary Smith, knpwn also 
as 


Mrs. 
Meadows-White, Is 
sometimes 


called 
• England's 
foremost woman 


composer. She has .written symphon- 
ies, -overtures, concertos, and other 
large-works, but the world in genera 
knows her best from her exquisite 
setting of "Oh, That We Two Were 
Maying." 
Greater work, however,, is 


being done by another Miss Smyth, 
of England, Ethel M. Her "Mass in 
D" Is equal to anything of its class 
in 
modern 
music, and her opera, 


"Der Wald" has been - performed at 
Berlin and at the Metropolitan Op- 
era House in New ;York. Her most 
recent 
work, "Standrecht," 
was 


given in Lelpsic last year. 


Frau Irigeborg von' Bronsart Is the 


greatest 
Swedish 
woman composer 


living. Her rare genius as a pianist 
was developed under the tutelage of 
Liszt, at Weimar, 
After her 
early 


marriage she. 'devoted her time 
to 


composition. She has written several 
operas, of which "Konig Hiarne" 
is 


well; known' In this country. It 
was 


given its first performance in 189.1, in 
the presence of the German Emperor 


and 
the entire assembled imperiall 


court at Berlin. 


Of native German women compos- 


ers, Louisa Adolpha. Lebeau is the 
nost prominent. She is a .superior 
pianist, and tours 'Germany 
giving 


concerts. Her overtures and cpffcer- 
tos are talenteS productions, anj her 
oratorio, 
"Ruth," 
and. the cantata, 


'Hadumoth-," are known in this coun- 
try. 


Agathe Backer-Grondahl is 
Nor- 


way's representative woman composer. 
She is a member ot the Royal_ Swe- 
dish Academy and a. winner o~f 
th,e 


Swedish royal medal pro litteris et 
artibus. 
Her compositions are ' soriie-

scanty 
in number, but are. 


choice and striking in . character. 


The theory of many critics is that 


a composer is such only when he has 
mastered the' highest mechanics of 
orchestration. 
Certainly those who 


have .acquired the foremost technical 
ability deserve most credit in skill, 
but the lack of it need not debar the 
lighter 
workers 
from 
recogni- 


tion 
of 
talent 
and gehimi, any 


more 
( consistently 
.than 
the 


lyrical poet should be 
disparaged 


if he is not a master of technical 
rhetoric or logical analysis. 


Miss Helen Hood, born In'Chesla. 


Mass., is. notable for perfection in 
melodic composition. She is the au- 
thor of "Tho Violet," "Disappoint- 
ment,1 "Cornish Lullaby," "Message 
of the Rose," and other exquisite ly- 
rics. 
She has published other music 


for the piano and violin, and her com- 
positions secured for her a diploma 
and medal from the World's Colum- 
bia Exposition at Chicago. 


Another song- writer of tenderness 


and charm was Edna Rosalind Park, 
of .-New' York, an exceedingly gifted 
girl of most brilliant and lovable per- 
sonality, who died in 1902, in the 
glory of her youth and promise. 
Her 


genius confined itself to song compo 
sition, and she has appeared more fre- 
quently on concert programs In this 
country—in proportion to her ortput 
—than any other native lyrical r-om- 
poser. 


The best known of her songs are

providing- tunber. for 


props and other purposes, so long aa 
they value dividends higher than hu-, 
man life, the necessity for thorough, 
and honest inspection of mines will 
continue. 


It Is to the thoroughness of their 


mine inspections and the strict en- 
forcement of regulations that Euro- 
pean countries owe their showing of 
low rates of fatalities—rates that make 
that of the United States a dlsgraca 
to a civilized people. 


Assuming that the majority of coal- 


mine inspectors In the. United States 
are 'faithful to their \trust, general 
competency Is lowered by the present 
state of mining knowledge. To pro- 
mote such knowledge is to be an im- 
portant work of the proposed Bureau 
of Mining.

known to the police who, practicing Von 
Velthetm's methods, are far more cun- 
ning:, dangerouB and merciless than ever 
Von Velthelm was? 


Take, for Instance, the case of the no- 


torious Chicago May, who- only a few 
months ago received a sentence of fif- 
teen years' Imprisonment for her share in 
the attempted assassination of Eddie 
Guerln. 
Of 
her 
almost 
unthinkable 


wickedness something: leaked out at the 
trial, but the half was not told. 


The police, for example, stated that s^he 


had driven three men to suicide by her 
blackmailing. 
As a matter of fact, the 


writer of this article—who was specially 
employed at the time In investigating: 
her 
antecedents—discovered 
no 
fewer 


than seven suicides that were directly 
traceable to her, besides several doubtful 
cases. 
She had also been Implicated In 


at least three murders and five attempt- 


ed murders, excluding that of Guertn.

Compared with a record such as this, 


Von Veltheim's one suicide (that of Miss 
Mattls) and one killing (Woolf Joel) 
seems almost trivial. Von Velthelm con- 
sidered as a blackmailer, too, was a 
mere bungling amateur by the side of 
Chicago May,-who had reduced her hor-( 
rlble trade to a fine art.

Drury Lane some twenty-five years ago. 
Afterwards she became an artfst's model, 
and her portrait, as Venus, appeared on 
the walls of the Royal Academy. 
Professional Blackmailer. 


A serious charge of fraud, however, 


caused her to be barred from the studios, 
and Polly became a, professional black- 
mailer, jewel thief, and confessed'trick- 
ster. 
By these means she amassed con- 


siderable wealth, so that on her last ap- 
pearance at tho Old Bailey stte sailed 
into the dock attired in a Paris costume 
and bedecked with some £5000 worth of 
diamonds

benefit of women who cannot 
afford to spend much money 


tn entertaining. If hospitable incli- 
nations and the amount of one's in- 
come always went hand In hand, it 
•would be a simple thing to invite our 
friends to our homes. 
Often. >iow- 


ever. it 3s the woman who desires 
most earnestly to show hospitality 
•who has to be so careful in managing 
her expenses that there seemn to be 
no mon«y left for parties af:er the 
bills have been paid. 


That is. for big parties. The house- 


keepers whose only idea of a social 
gathering Is one which includes a 
generous meal may well hesitate be- 
fore they 
plan, to issue invitaVons. 


Their common sense tells them that 
there Is no reason, in asking their 
friends and neighbors to share in a 
big dinner or supper, when by so do- 
Ingr they must 
stint their families 


before and after the merry-making. 
More than this, since the majority of 
the housekeepers—the big majority. 
too—keep^ no servants, it is a good 
deal of a burden to prepare for a 
large party 'and clear up after it For 
the woman thus hampered in money 
and service the afternoon tea is the 
best way of discharging her social 
obligations, and at the same time giv- 
ing herself the pleasure of seeing her 
friends In her home. 


Simplicity should be the keynote oJ 


the afternoon tea. Dwellers in cities, 
whose surroundings and whose purses 
pejmit. may fill their rooms with flow- 
ers from a florist. The woman who 
cannot do this may move her house 
plants to positions where they will 
show to the best advantage. If she 
Is where she can get green things to 
fill her vases and to freshen her room, 
»o much the better. The house should 
be scrupulously and daintily clean, of 
course', and looking its best. The 
hostess should wear a pretty alter- 
froon gown to receive her guests, but 
beyond this no "frills" are necessary. 


The number to be invited to an aft- 


ernoon tea may be regulated by the 
apace at command and the teacups in 
the pantry. Except that a, little more 
tea Is put In the pot and a little more 
water po'ired on It, that tbe quantity 
of sandwiches made is somewhat 
larger anJ the proportion of cake bjg- 
Ber^ then' Is no more to be done for 
•ntertainhig forty than four. 
It Is a 


mistake to ask more than the rooms 
can accommodate comfortably without 
crowding 


The difference in the manner of In- 


• ~vltlng mr.y perhaps vary a little If a 


large company is to be asked. When 
only half a dozen are expected the In- 
vitation may be verbal. "Come and 
take a friendly cup of tea with me 
nest Friday afternoon." you may say 
to a friend. If the occasion is to honor 
A Ylaltinji friend, you may add.

I wish tc have her know some of my 
friends here." Or. if you prefer, you 
may write a note to this effect. 
Should there be a larger number to 
Invite, write in the lower left hand 
corner of your calling card, "Tea 5 to 
7," or "4 to *," and the date. If a spe- 
cial frierd is to be introduced, write 
In the upper left hand corner, "To 
meet Mrs. 
," Inclose It in a card 
envelope and post it four or five days 
before Ue date of the party. Even if 
only, hat' a doxeu are to be invited 
you 'may pursue this method if yum 
prefer It to the other. 
, JIM pie Deration* for the refreshments 


for your tea need not bo elaborate. To 
my own mind. It seems a great ^i 
thit the informal afternoon tea as 
•\ve adopted it from our English cou- 
sins should ever have been changed 
into the big afternoon reception it 
now Is in some places, where the 
dress Is such as one would expect at 
an evening party and the collation 
is a heavy and expensive affair. Maloe 
your own afternoon tea simple, both 
to save yourself work and cost and as 
an example to those others who wish 
to entertain and have little money 
with which to do It. 


At such a function as I am trying to 


describe tea is, as a matter of course, 
the principal if not the only- beverage. 
Should you know, however, that there 
are some of your guests who do not 
drink it, you may prepare chocolate 
also—although this is not essential. I 
know of hostesses who entertain on a 
generous scale and have their draw- 
ing rooms well crowded on their ct 
home days who offer their guests only 
tea as a drink. Save your chocolate 
until some time when you wish to 
give a 
"chocolate 
party" for your 


grown daughter or some other young 
creatures who have not yet learned 
the solid comfort there is in tea. 


TEA "WHILE YOTT WAIT" 


If there is some one at liberty to 


preside over the tea table in your 
drawing room, and if you have the 
equipment, It is always 
pretty to 


make the tea "while you watt," so 


' to speak. For this a hot-water ket- 


tle and spirit lamp are needed 'but 
if you are not provided with these, 
have your tea made in the kitchen 
and keep it under a cozy, as the 
•wadded cover to the teapot is called. 
A good plan to follow is that of put- 
ting the tea into little bags of thin 
muslin which are large enough to per- 
mit the leaves to swell, dropping them 
Into the teapot, pouring boiling water 
upon them, and removing them when 
the tea Is sufficiently drawn. When 
this plan is followed the tea may be 
kept hot indefinitely at the back of 
trie 
stove 
without 
becoming 
too 


strong or acquiring the stewed tas'te 
it gets if permitted to stand long on 
the leaves. 


Sandwiches or thin bread and but- 


ter are the correct thing to serve at^ 
your afternoon tea. The bread must 
be at least a day old to cut properly, 
and if It Is close in texture, so much 
the better. Have a very sharp knife, 
butte-r the bread on the loaf, slice it 
as thin as possible, lay the buttered 
sides together, trim off the crust and 
cut your sandwiches in squares, par- 
allelograms or triangles, us pleases 
you and as the shape of the slice 
permits. Lay a dolly on a wide plate, 
arrange your sandwiches on this, and,

place. 


Thin bread and butter is really the 


only unsweetened solid demanded at 
afternoon tea, but It you desire va- 
riety the whole «leld of sandwiches is 
open to you. One of the nicest and 
simplest of these may be.of brown or 
graham bread, spread first with but- 
ter and then 
with cream cheese, 
which has been a little softened by 
cream and butter and seasoned lightly 
with salt and perhaps a little white 
pepper. If you wish you may make 
the sandwiches still better by dipping; 
a crisp lettuce leaf in French dress- 
ing and. laying It between the slice*

Chicken, minced very fine and made 


to a paste with melted butter and sea- 
soned to taste, '."i Jso an excellent 
filling for sandwiches, and 130 is boil- 
ed ham or tongue, chopped and treat- 
ed In the same way., A tittle sweet 
cream is a benefit to almost any of 
these sandwich pastes. Good as these 
relishes are, however, it 13 a mistake 
to attempt them if their preparation 
is to entail extra work, which will 
spell fatigue 
for 
the housekeeper. 


Even the simplest of afternoon teas 
means more or less work, and the 
true enjoyment of tne occasion Is im- 
paired for the hostess If she has over- 
done In advance. Should something 
a little more than bread ana less 
than cake be desired, there are plenty 
of delicious tea biscuits and fancy 
crackers which may be added to the 
tea table. 


Cake Is almost an essential, but this 


does not mean that there must be a 
big variety of rich cake. I have clear 
recollections of one of the pleasantest 
teas I ever attended where tha only 
sweet was a very 
delicious sponse 


cake, prepared by an old family rec- 
ipe. 
A certain southern housekeeper 


of my acquaintance offers what she 
calls "Old Dominion pound cake" at 
her teas. It is invariable and It Is 
the -solitary sweet—but it does not 
go begging. If one wishes to launch 
out into fancy cakes there are many 
which can be prepared at home with 
little additional trouble. A knowl- 
edge of how to make fondant icing 
is a boon to the woman who aspires 
to fancy cakes at home. 


Tour bread and butter or sandwiches 


cut, your cake made, your tea planned 
for, set your 'table. This may stand In 
your parlor, if you please, and should 
be daintily spread with a pretty tea 
cloth and laid with a little dish of sliced 
lemon for those who prefer this to 
cream in their tea. Some one of your 
family or an Intimate frfend should b» 


Invited to preside, pour the tea and BCD 
that the guests have what they want. 
It there are to be a number present, it 
Is we)! to depute the work of serving 
the cups and saucers, passing eatables 
and the like to two or three youne girls 
whom you can trust to see that the 
needs of the guests are supplied. You 
•svlll be able to do something In this line 
yourself, but you must receive, and 
from yoi r post by ti>6 door you will be 
unable to keep _ti'ack of all those pres- 
ent. 


Should you have uut a few friends 


•with you, you may waivo formality to a 
greater degree than with a big party 
and give the affair a more homelike 
aspect1 by encouraging tha guests to 
gather in a little knot at close quarters 
while they take their tea. In one homo 
I know, where the parlor and the din- 
ing room adjoin, the tea is spread on the 
dining table on the "at home" day of 
the hostess. Sometimes there are many 
guests and the tea Is carried to tha 
guests In the parlor; but if only a few 
are present they draw up cozily around 
the table and have a very jolly and In- 
formal time of It. In other homes I 
have known of guests being asked to a 
"jam tea," which did not mean pre- 
serves, but that those who were asked 
should come prepared to sit about a 
table—or to "jam" about It—and make a 
merry, free and easy meal of their tea 
and bread and butter.

Sweetening Rancid Lard 


"M E B' (Grace,. Ky.l Is havlnpr the 
some trouble I met with the first of 
Jan- 
uary. I had a, fifty-pound stand of pure 
country lard, carried over from last year. 
When It was opened it was ciulte rancid. 
I .put two Kallons of cold lard in a larjfe 
p-escrvlnir kettle and healed It uraau- 
ailv. 
Meanwhile. I cut cnoueh Irish po- 
tatoes to moke a half callon of Saratuca. 
chips when fried. As the lard heated I 
dropped in a email piece of raw potato 
to me^ent burnlnpr 
When It was hot 
enough for frylnK purposes I put in all 
the potatoes at once, sllrrlnr them In 
with a wire eBE-beater tfnd takinc them 
out as fast as thev browned 
° I then set the lard aside to cool and 
s/ttli-V ami while it was still hot. I strain- 


set the pot, open, at the side of tha 
range to dry off the potatoes. Serve as 
soon as they are perfectly dry. Stand- 
Ing makes them soggy and heavy. 


Before breaking the potato open to eat 


it, roll or knead It slightly. This will 
make tho mealiness of which you speak. 
Neither new potatoes nor very old 
should be cooked in their jackets. No 
amount of skill in boiling will rnttka 
them mealy.

The unpleasant odor of the sponges 


is that of putrescent vegetable and ani- 
mal matter. The sponge partajses of 
both. Soak In warm water to which 
baa been added enough chloride of lime 
to make a weak solution. Rinse and ex- 
change this for a second supply at the 
end of an hour, and let the sponges lie, 
in this for half an hour. Then soak inx 
clear, cold water for an hour-FinaUy, 
rinse well with weak brine.

I hava a timbale iron and do 
not "know how to use It 
• I should like also to cet a recipe for 
nut bread such as Is used for makinp

You know that a timbale is nothing 


more than a mixture of minced chicken, 
fish or almost an} thing else baked in a 
mould and then, turned out whole. 


Egg timbales may be .made in this 


way: Beat six eggs very light, without 
separating whites from^ yolks. Add a 
cupful of rich milk and a" pinch of soda, 
with pepper and salt to taste. Some put 
in a few drops o£ onion juice. Butter 
the moulds; pour In the mixture: set 
the timbalas in a pan of bollin.g water 
and bake until the egg is "set." Turn 
out upon a hot platter and pour a good 
gravy or tomato sauce about them. 


Cold chicken-or turkey may be made 


Into tlmfaales by mincing the meat very 
fine and mixing with it ha'rd-boiled 
eces which have been allowed to get 
alrfectly 
cold and were then 
run 
tbrouuh the meat-chopper or a vege- 
table press. It is important to get meat 
and eggs so fine that they look like 
ulated dust. 
Mix and season to 
Then bind with the beaten Whites 


of two or three raw eggs into a paste. ' 
Fill buttered tins with this and cook 
by setting in a pan of hot1 water and 
baking twenty minutes in a quick oven. 
Turn out upon a hot platter, pour drawn 
butter about them and serve at once.

the polished surface of furniture. Just 
remombc-r that you can readily remove 
such a spot by rubbing with a cloth 
moistened with alcohol. This will not 
mar the finish of the wood.

When strained, keep corked to prevent 
evaporation 


All of the washings given require a 


rinsing in water, and, as a natural re- 


sult, a tiresome time while the head is 
being dried and brushed, so for the 
woman in a hurry who has no time to 
sit for an hour while her tresses are 
drying, a dry shampoo 'Is recommended. 
This is simply done by rubbing orris 
root in powder form well into the scalp 
for blonde hair, but for dark hair a spe- 
cial cleansing powder is sold 


The secret of cleansing the hair after 


the application of tne powder is iiv the' 
hard, fa'st brushing after the first rub- 
bing. The powder should be put on and 
brushed out until hair and scalp are 
clean. 


Aids to Health and Beauty 


When gasoline is used nothing further 


is necessary, for the cleansing fluid re- 
moves all,dirt ar.a oil and dries almost 
immediately. For this reason and be- 
cause a cold is not likely to result, even 
if the patient goes out at once into the 
air, the gasoline is very popular with 
some women.

made thus: 
Gum arable, ona 


ounce; good moist sugar, one-half 


ounce; pure hot water, three-quarters 
pint; alcohol, two fluid ounces; bichlo- 
ride of mercury, six grains; sal ammo- 
niac, six grains. 


The last two should be dissolved in the 


alcohol before admixture. Lastly, add 
enough water t.o make the whole meas- 
ure one pint. Perfume with cologne or 
lavender water. Moisten the hair with 
the fluid before putting it in the papers 
or curlers. 


This Is too, strong a solution to be ap- 


plied repeatedly, as it would surely have 
a destructive effect on the hair follicles. 
Therefoie it should not be loo frequent- 
ly applied, and not at too short an In- 
terval. An occasional use, however, is 
practically harmless. 


Hero Is the recipe for an eye lotion: 


Boric acid, one ounce; boiling water, one ' 
pint. 


Put boric acid in a basin; pour water

A hair net Is triangular in shape, with 


one quite long and two rather short 
sides. To put it. on, pin with . a bent 
hairpin or barrette the center of the 


long side at the nape of the neck, al- 
lowing the qpposite angle to fall back- 
ward. Pick up first the angle to the left 
and bring it around the head, but not 
too far over the forehead, and pin it to 
the right side of the pompadour with an 
Invisible hairpin; then pin the angle to 
the right in thei same way on the left 
side. This-being done, bring f orward 
the third angle ,and tuck it under the 
knot, pin in place the loose edges of 
the net and the deed is done. 


In the illustrations given the hair net 


is shown by a piece of white veiling, 
for otherwise It would be Invisible. The 
first picture shows how to pin the loose 
edges down in'front; In the second, the 
sides aris Iposened so that the coltture 
will not look stiff or "wiSKy," and in 
the third the net has been put on first 
and afterward false puffs have been 
added. This is a matter of taste. If the 


net over the knot of the hair is consid- 
ered too stiff, the edges of the net and 
the loose anglo may be tucked in' all 
round the knot instead of being brought 
over it. 


With the net, combs are quite unnec- 


essary except the one in the back to 
hold the hair in place, and It may he 
put on after the net Is arranged or not, 
as preferred. 


When the coiffure is arranged low and 


the puffs are not false, then it is a ne- 
cessity to put the net over the puffs and 
all; otherwise .the net will be useless. 


* Hair r.ets come in three sizes and of 
,ali shades. There is a small net which 
reaches only over the pompadour, and 
requites special arrangement; a large 
net that goes over the whole head, but is 
too small for the average pompadour 
coiffure, and the extra large net. which 
extends across the whole front on either 
side, thus making assurance doubly

>o slave and toil for a pittance, to live a life of denial and to whom 
nothing seems bright. She sees the butterfly existence of others 
who travel the pace. Th'eTe comes a time when she questions 
herself. There are also the persons of wealth and position of stand 
Ing and of success. Their every desire satiated and their every 
want supplied and their every whim pampered. They, too, com 
to the parting path and wonder. And so through life. The'verj 
»ood and the very bad, the very weak and the very strong, hay 
.heir moments of hesitation and doubt. It may be a mind or a 
soul, a reputation, or the nullifying of a strong and forceful possi 
Sility for the general betterment of the whole world. 


"What is really worth whije?" 
It s hard to say where a general statement is to be made t 


:over all cases. Or to put it better, a solution which will answe 
»H demands. To those who profess Christianity there is no solu 
tion needed. But this class is. not, to speak truthfully, a majorit 
of the world. The actual church attendant and professed believe 
Is very often confronted by the same query. With them the solu-! 
tion is as easy as it is apparent—a better faith and a more rigid 
practice of the faith which they profess. 
But to the one of the 


world, and by that is meant the great band and multitude of those 
jutside of the church, the whole thitg is a quandary. With them a 
condition is presented which must be met with a practical reason- 
Ing on practical grounds. Their task is harder. That much must 
be admitted. Religion is blessed as a consoler, truthful in its pre- 
cepts, and a safe guide always. Yet it is beyond the task which is 
Implied very many times in meeting the question which is under 
discussion.

the flesh and the devil" no longer holds sway. It is a different 
rort of a world, which, if not completely renovated, is at least 
transformed in its main currents, so that if we are wont to follow 
or share its fortunes we have but to renounce its pomps and vani- 
ties and follow the baptismal vows. Our culture is the appreciation 
« most part, of the new realism in which life is concerned even 
more than art, literature or the sciences. It is the world sense of 
the imagination as distinguished from the earth-bound and hide- 
bound provincial sense. 


There is much to renounce in the new order of things. Much 


of vanity, pretense and falsehood. The world has done much to 
help in this by making many of the old things which we are to re- 
nounce seem ridiculous and the constant effort to be worldly m 
ihe new sense. 


"What is really worth while?" 
For the questioner there is a simple remedy. A return to the, 


natural order of the simple things which are to be discovered and 
without much effort or a world of thought. Be upright »nd square- 
dealing always if the tension is between the ideas of honesty and 
dishonesty. 
Remain true to the simple and trusting faith and 


natural law which abides in every woman to keep her pure- and 
spotless in reputation, if the questioner is a woman in danger. Leti 
every one remember the fact always that there are others who| 
must suffer should the questioner intend the question of proposed 
avanciousness in a money sense. It is the law of the universe that 
someone must suffer to add to the wrongful gain of another. If a 
student, let the questioner remember the bountifulness of nature! 
and the benefit of advantages and delve deeper in the hope of bene- 
ntin°- others. To the one possessed of all that is desired in life 
along the lines of wealth, keep in mind the fact that there is a 
-hance always to benefit someone struggling against lesser ad- 
vantages and greater handicaps. Apply the general law of the uni- 
verse and the creed of humanity that we are each for each other, 
and all for everyone.

COMPILES MEMORANDUM 


Government Tells of .Work in Californiar 


Senator George C. Perkins has re- 


ceived a letter from L,. W. Page, Di- 
rector of Public Roads, with head- 
quarters at Washington, In which the 
latter states 
that an 
engineer has 


come to Stockton to take up the road 
work in San Joaquin county at that 
place. 
He adds that further details 


will be made and the scope of the 
work Increased as., the situation re^_ 
quires. 


Attached to the letter Is a memo- 


raudum of the work done.by the Pub- 
lic Roads office in California, which 
is published as follows below. 
Many Difficult Problems Here. 


"No state in the Union presents so 


many difficult problems to the road i 
builder as California, and no state Is | 
blessed with a greater variety of road 
materials. 
To the agriculturist and 


the tourist California Is fast becom- 
ing an 'ideal spot, and to these two 
classes Is due the fact ihat millions 
of dollars are being expended for road 
building. One after another the coun- 
ties of- the state throughout Its length 
and breadth are wheeling into line 
with the avowed purpose of making 
California pre-eminent in the posses- 
sion of first-class- highways. 


"The ingenuity of highway engineers 


must 
cope with climatic 
conditions 


that In many places present the ex- 
tremes of humidity and drought; with 
soils that vary all the way from the 
extremely adhesive adobe to the drift- 
Ing sands, from soils which are per- 
fectly adapted to oil applications to 
soils that contain so large a percent- 
age of alkali as to prohibit the suc- 
cessful use of oils. For the economi- 
cal solution of these problems stud: 
and careful experiment by the best 
engineers in the land are essential. 
Nature Counterbalances Nature. 


"Counterbalancing

Her 
citizens are energetic and progressive, 
and lastly, some of the most Influential 
counties of the state have enlisted the 
aid and advice of-the United States 
Office of Public Roads at Washing- 
ton, a bureau which Congress has es- 
tablished for the purpose of giving to 
the people the best to be had in high- 
way engineering and to aid in reform- 
tIng our antiquated methods. 


"The office of' public; -roads of the 


United States Department of Agricul- 
ture is developing its work along con- 
servative lines, with the purpose of 
quietly, but none the less effectively, 
teaching local road builders how to 
build "standard roads, substituting for 
Inferior methods," and 
solving 
the 


problems In road construction which 
have rot yet been solved. 
Various Counties Helped. 


"About one year ago the county au- 


thorities of Santa Barbara county ap- 
plied to the office of public roads for 
an engineer to advise with them and j 
render auch assistance as was practi- 
cable In inaugurating a. model road 
system for tha£ county. 
A special 


corps of engineers ha* recently been 
formed to conduct Just such work as 
this under a project known as 'the in- 
troduction of model systems.' The en- 
gineer 
assigned 
to Santa Barbara 


county made a complete Investigation 
of all of the roads, road 
materials, 


revenues, expenditures, 
organization, 


methods of administration, construc- 
tion and maintenance, and drew up a 
complete and exhaustive report pro- 
viding a plan for the Improvement of 
the roads of that county. 


"Los Angeles county was the next 


to receive assistance of this character, 
and the federal engineer who 
made 


the Investigation for Santa Barbara 
county took up the work at Los Ange- 
les In July, 1£F07. 
So thorough 
was 


the work of this engineer and 
so 


earnest was the highway commission 
in its endeavor to provide Los Angeles 
with a perfect system of highways 
that they retained the federal engineer 
as chief engineer of the Los Angeles 
highway commission. 


"•San Diego county has taken up, 


through the Senators and Representa- 
tives at Washington, the plan of hav- 
ing a military road constructed from 
the north line, of the United States 
Naval Reservation through the reser- 
vation and the military 
reservation 


to the south end of Point Loma, and 
running from Fort Rosecrans, and 
treating it with oil in the most ap- 
proved manner. 
A.gain federal assist- 


ance has been asked and obtained In 
determining 
upon 
the 
most 
suit- 


able methods and the probable cost. 
Whether this military road will be 
authorized by Congress or not, the 
people of San Diego are now advised 
that, although the seat of the national 
government is 3030 miles away, 
Its 


good offices may be had when the need 
justifies to direct their efforts along 
proper lines, so that no mistake may 


be made In materials or methods. 


"Ventura county la now on record 


as an applicant 'lor the detail of a 
federal engineer under -the model sys- 
tem plan. 
Model System Requires Work. 


"The model system project la one 


requiring a -high order of ability and 
thorough engineering education, and 
reaulres at least a month, and some- 
times three months, of the hardest 
kind of work by tho engineers, and 
for this reason the demands from all 
parts of the country will soon reach 
such volume as to make necessary 
their assignment tor months and even 
a year ahead. 


•;Such was practically the situation 


when tho Chamber of Commerce 
of 


Stockton, California, took up with vig- 
orous and commendable determination 
the uuestlon of providing -San Joaquin 
county with a system ot roads sec- 
ond to none in the State. A long and 
able letter was sent to the director of 
the office of public roads, asking for 
assistance. 
This was 
followed by 


more letters and much evidence of 
their determination and their necessi- 
ties. A. powerful ally in the person of 
Senator Perkins threw tha weight of 
hia influence In tlie balance, and the 
result of all this is that the office of 
public roada Is pledged to send its 
best engineers to Sah Joaquin county, 
and to have them* stay as long as they 
can b"6 of real' use. 
Siskiyou County First. 


SUkiyou county, although far from 


the populous coast cities, far from the 
nation's capital, and boasting compar- 
atively no great commerce or agricul- 
tural resources, possesses the distinc- 
tion "of being the first county In tha 
State of California to have' bujlt un- 
der the direction of government en- 
gineers with government 
machinery 


and operators a section of object-les- 
son road.

- Ships to Remain. 
"The fleet has found its own.: waters," 
raid Dr. Wheeler. "The Pacific ocean 
the area in which'the great questions of 
the future are to"-be'decided. The Medi- 
terranean is. the-'mixing "bowl of .the na- 
tions but Intercourse has brought men 
into the outer seas. Men now quote thej 
strength of the nations.In terms of shirs-. 
Today Europe la seeking the Orient over 
the American continent and the Panama 
Canal will be the natural path. 
Tha 
Weatern civilization drew no material 
from tha other half of the world—India, 
China, and Japan. The nations cast no 
materials into the 'mixing bowl.'

Chinese tio everything opposite to the way 
!n which we do them. If we think we 
understand the Chinese then we are the 
most miserable of deceived men. 
Descendants to Decide. 
"The lives of our descendants are to 
determine how the Occidentals are to 
meet the Orientals. This great question 
of the fx^ture is to be determined on the 
Pacific o-vean. It is to b9 determined on 
the ocea-i and not on this continent. The 
picket line of occidentalism runs along 
Alaska, California and South America, 
This strip is not so densely populated, 
because it Is hard to get here. But there 
are men here who are holding the strip.

BERKELEY,. April 
4. — President 


W. H. P. Fauhce of Brown University, 
believes that modern education should 
foe more human in Its application to 
the young' and that there is a tendencv 
to allied and mechanical methods that 
must be eliminated before the best re- 
sults can.be obtained. In his lecture at 
the First Congregational Church last 
night Dr. Faunce declared .that there 
was a tendency to mistake and confuse 
the normal with the real. Dr.' Faunce 
said in part: 
Abstract Teaching Bad. 


"The abstract teaching of -the schools 
tends to develop only one side of our 
nature. Mathematical reasoning will 
give no guidance lit the drawing o£ 
moral and social inferences. The class- 
ification of science, though necessary 
to its work, are somewhat artificial 
They are conceptions not to be par- 
alleled in the visible world. .But in all 
ages the multitude has sometimes tak- 
en this merely formal to be the flna-1 
reality. 
The school lays too m«ch 
stress upon this forma! side. Ingersoll 
remarked once: 'The college Is a place 
where pebbles are polished _and dia- 
monds are dulled.' The decadence of 
the Greek tongue as an Instrument of 
culture today is in part the result of 
devitalized Instruction.

UPLE TO STOP POLICE GRAFT 


OR PROTECT TENDERLOIN PETS 


• SAN FRANCISCO, April 4.-The open season for polities 


is now on. While there is a show of activity among the alleged 
reform organizations, the members of which are endeavoring to 
secure places at the pie counter or to break into the municipal 
treasury by some other road, the regular organization or old- 
time machine seems to be almost indifferent as indicated by its 
lack of activity. In some of the Assembly districts the "organ- 
ization" is forming clubs and arrangements for further similar 
clubs are being made in other districts. 


The Lincoln-Roosevelt League is working in two back 


rooms of a building on Market street, near Third. The trick 
of a few men putting up a ticket in secret after much bloviat- 
ing about the dear people and the necessity of breaking up the 
machine organization is in progress. The methods of these al- 
leged reformers are more damaging to the community by far 
than those complained of. The public is given a lot of hot air 
about the purity of the new movement and is expected to turn 
out and vote a ticket that has been named in a secret or dark 
lantern caucus by a few men who are endeavoring to capture 
municipal or legislative offices for their own profit and per- 
sona] advantage. It is the purpose of the 
Lincoln-Roosevelt 


League to make their ticket so air-tight that they will not even 
permit the free organization of an open district club, all these 
being subject to the approval of a little clique of self-interested 
•politicians who are seeking jobs at the expense of the taxpayers. 


The indications are that in this campaign it will require 


something more than a circular to induce the public to take this 
bait. There is a disposition among the electors, ih this, a Presi- 
dential year, to vote the regular party organization ticket. It 
would not surprise me if the secret reformers of the back-room 
methods did not carry a single Assembly district of this citv.

The Democratic party also has its reformers who are try- 


ing to break into office and control. These are a loud talking 
and 'resoluting" lot that call themselves the San Francisco 
Democratic Club. In this organization are some job-holders 
appointed by Mayor Taylor through the influences of Rudolph 
Spreekels. They will undertake to carry the primaries with the 
assisfance of a labor machine that is being organized by Mich- 
eel Casey, president of the Board of Public Works. 


The regular Democratic organization with Gavin -McNab - 


at its head is not worrying about this imaginary opposition. If 
the machine leaders entertain any sentiment in the matter of this * 
alleged reform movement it is a doubt as to the materializing of 
a fight, worth the name, at the primary. These contests have 
been threatened for years and the only one that ever assumed 
substance Avas that put up by Jim O'Brien and his "horses and 
caTt=;." This went clown to defeat and since that time the op- 
position to the regular_organization has consisted of claims and 
bluster that never amounted to enough to make even a respect- 
able showing at the primary polls. 


The regular Democratic organization is not only prepared 


but eager for a fight at the primary, but fear that they will once 
more be disappointed in finding that there is no real opposition 
resulting from all the threats and bluster of the boastful re- 
formers.

man blackmailed give them marked money. The policemen do 
not deny getting the money, but claim the salponman "tipped" 
them.

They pr,e"fer paying blackmail to losing their 
licenses and getting their blocks knocked off as a reward for 
kicking against graft. 


Lawyers generally regard Dooling's decision in the Ruef 


case as sound law. It seems that Ruef walked with eyes open 
into a trap set for Mm by Heney, and now finds that that he has 
erred by entering a plea of not guilty 'to the Parkside indict- 
ment without asserting his rights under the immunity contract.

ecution's plans says Heney proposes to prove by Brobeck, Umb- 
sen and Green, who were indicted jointly M'ith Ruef, that they 
were held up and forced to pay the money. Then he expects to 
prove by the "good dog" Supervisors that Ruef promised them 
a bribe to pass the Parkside franchise.

The noble sacrifices that are being made by the graft prose- 


cution in the interest of a spotless San Francisco are not con- 
fined, to the higher-ups. Among the rank and file there are other 
purists who, although ".not so conspicuous are equally active in 
presenting the principles of civic reform as understood and 
practiced by the Spreckels prosecution.

has done other things. He is an active and aggressive deputy 
on the staff of graft prosecution, close to Burns and occasion- 
ally rides in Spreckels' automobile. He does politics for th6 
prosecution. Recently an inspector of the Gas and Electric 
Company found that tin's loud proclainier against corporations 
had placed a "jigger" cm Ms electric light meter and was 
''stealing juice." The "jigger" is a thieving'device consisting 


• --of a wire passing around the meter and by which the occupant 


_of the .premises is < enabled to get his light without the service 
being registered by the meter. 


, TMs was the second time this blatant reformer had been 


caught stealing electricity. One would naturally suggest that 
the company had the thief arrested and prosecuted. But 
the corporation being a practical concern and not in the reform 
business did nothing of the kind. The meter was taken out of 
the place of the reform crook. A little later it was returned. 
The lieutenant in the army of the self-riehteous had paid his 
back bills based on an estimate of his stealings. 
- ' In this connectW the Gas and Electric Light Company 


uncovered a conspiracy to defraud it on a most extended scale. 
"Jiggers" had been put in many places and it is estimated that 
under this system the company was being defrauded out of 
about $5,000 a month. Those interested in the conspiracy _to 
rob the corporation of its revenue were not all connected with 
the graft prosecution. The Mays of the IICM- mxmicipal re- 
former are past finding out. 


Attention has- recently been called to the magnificent citi- 


zenship of those self-constituted purists who pose as graft 
prosecutors, by their request that the taxpayers give them 
$120,000 with which to continue their philanthropic labors. The 
self-sacrifice of these angels of light is extraordinary. 


If there ever M'as a time that these municipal martvrs were 


not laying the foundation, or actually engaged in holding up 
the citizens of San Francisco the oldest inhabitant does not re- 
call it. 
Among the charitable efforts of this clique of bunco re- 


formers there is one that is still green in the memory of the peo- 
ple M'ho were made its victims. It M as the Spreckels gas and 
electric deal. A very entertaining story M as put in circulation 
that Clans Spreckels felt that he had been insulted at the Pa- 
cific Union Club by Joe Crockett, the secretary of the Gas Com- 
pany. It Mas about some smoke from a gas or electric plant 
that blew against the Spreckels building. 
Crockett did not 


treat the complaint.of the elder Spreckels with that degree of 
seriousness that Glaus thought should be given it. 


A Spreckels vendetta \\as accordingly declared. The Gas 


Company was to be disciplined for its affront'to the Spreckels. 
Engineers, were employed and an underground conduit system 
and other work necessary to an opposition gas and electric plant 
Mas constructed. According to the figures of Spreckels' own 
engineers this M-ork cost him in the neighborhood of $4.000,000. 
The old Gas Company capitulated, or M-as held up, and Spreck- 
els sold his opposition plant to the original concern for $6,000,- 
000. 
He took stocks and bonds of the consolidated corporations 


in payment for his opposition plant. 
there M'as $2,000,000 profit in it for Spreckels and his 


M-ounded pride had been healed by the crossing of his itching ( 
palm with that large sum. He had also been consistent with 
himself and sold out again as he did in the matter of the oppo- 
sition San Joaquiu Railroad. 


This self-sacrificing philanthropy of the Spreckels is ap- 


parent in their every move. They were the first to raise rents 
alter the great disaster of 1906. 'These patriots \vcre so eager 
to relieve their fellow citizens of the burdens that had resulted 
from earthquake and fire that they advanced their tenants' 
rents after the catastrophe It is indeed a magnificent type of 
citizenship. It recalls the suggestion of the western cvnic that 
when you hear a holier than thou shouter telling how much more 
honest he is than his f elloM c itizens either get your gun or send 
for the police, if you have "two bits" in your pocket-. 


There are other examples of this spirit of the municipal 


martyr as typified by the Spreckels and their"associates. They 
have'bitterly opposed the United Railroads find sought to do 
that company all possible damage. All tins, of COUTF», is based 
on civic pride and a desire to do good to the people. There are 
misguided citizens, however, M'ho think othei-Mise. The greed 
of gain is believed by them to be at the bottom of it all. 


" At the time Spreckels, Phelan & Co. Mere shouting the 


loudest against the overhead trollev franchise bcrne granted 
the United Railroads that band of civic martvrs had naturally 
caused to be prepared by one of the leading engineers of this 
city, plans for an ele^ ated road to run out Market street from 
the ferry at the foot of that thoroughfare. While those antrels 
of civic'light were declaiming against the "unsightly" trolley 
poles they Mere scheming to obstruct Market street with an 
elevated road. Instead of the "unsightly'' trolley poles, prop- 
erty owners and tenants along Market street Mere to be permit- 
ted" to look out their second story M-mdows upon an elevated rail- 
road.There was to have been an elevated loop at the foot of Mar- 
ket street, according to the scheme of the municipal martyrs. 
Blue prims had been prepared and a meeting M'as to have been 
held with the Board of Stat" Harbor Commissioners to consider 
the scheme. It is said that this meeting for municipal regenera- 
tion was to have been held on the very day the earthquake oc- 
cuired. Possibly the latter was the lesser misfortune for San 
Francisco.

It is but fair to expect that this board of municipal chari- 


ties would have conducted this transaction on the same lines as 
it had the opposition gas and electric plant and other jobs. It 
would have sold out, or forced itself into the United Railroads 
with it. There would undoubtedly have been a much greater 
profit in it for the angels of light than there was in the opposition 
lighting deal. In fact, the clean-up would probably have far 
exceeded the profits in the lighting job and the million made out 
of the real estate transaction with the WK!OM- of Herman Oel- 
richs, nee Fair, combined. This is indeed a noble tvpe of self- 
sacrificing citizenship. The people certainly should either get 
their gun or call the police. 


Judge Dunne, when not occupied with his effort tp show 


that Rabbis Nieto and Kaplan have committed perjury in their 
affidavits respecting the midnight conferences between Judges 
Lawlor, Dunne, Private Detective Burns and others of the 
special prosecution^ is laying political pipe for a renomination. 
Already he has Veen indorsed by the S'an Francisco Democratic 
Club which is composed of the Democrats who have been given 
jobs under the present local administration. The Good Gov- 
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ernment Club, otherwise Isidor Jacobs, the railroad rebate man, 
has announced that it will make the election of Dunne the maur 
issue of its next fall campaign. Dunne has aspirations for a 
seat on the Supreme Bench. He is said to long for the time 
when he can reverse Chief Justice Beatty, with whose inter- 
pretation of the law Dunne has repeatedly differed in his own 
discomfort. These discrepancies in respect to the meaning of 
the statutes is readily accounted for by the fact that the emi- 
nent Chief Justice does not get the law or the fact in a case pend- 
ing before him at a midnight conference with the parties to one 
side of the litigation and to, which dark lantern seance he has 
been summoned and conducted by a private detective in the em- 
ploy and pay of that same side of the legal contention. 


" It is nothing new for Judge Dooling of San. Benito, and 


who was appointed to act for Dunne by that same Judge who 
participated in the ex-parte midnight proceeding, to, aspire to 
the Supreme Bench.

The old saw, "come easv, go easy," evidently does not ap-

It is said that Spreckels 
ordered Burns to keep out of the Police Department or get out 
from his employ as an alternative. Biggy went shooting on a 
private reserve north of Sacramento for a couple of days and 
then returned to his official duties. Burns and his assistants 
have been less conspicuous in the, undergroove quarters since 
this incident. 


Gumshoe is much depressed and flattened out since1 Spreck- 


els sat on him, and Biggy is correspondingly elated. The "hap- 
py family" continues to entertain the public.

Rudolph Spreckels has at last come out in the open as the

IN NEW YORK CONFIDENT OF VICTORY 


NEW 1ORK, April 4—The Times this 


morning sa>s: 
Betting Under the pro_ 


tectlon of the law as an ndjunct to 
horse racing passed the ooint yesterday 
where It might be classified a.s even a 
forlorn hope for the partisans of racing 
in Xew York. There was not even the 
shadow of a suggestion from any per- 
son interested ia racing as to a means 
of changing the coursa of legislation 
•which seems obvious. 'When the belief 
which existed with certain elements that 
bribery might succeed when all other 
means failed to beat the Hart-Agnew 
bills has faded to the poiht that no 
reasonable man will believe that - cor- 
ruption fund large enough to se.ve the 
purpose could be raised or be effective. 
Among racing men generally the con- 
cession Is made that the anti-betting 
legislation Is inevitable. 
The concern 


of the men to _whom racing is a. mat- 
ter of business is now directed to th» 
possibilities of racing being continu-d m 
the face of the prohiblton of public bet- 
ting, which all aigree -was an essential 
factor in the popularity which racing 
achieved under the Percy-Gray law. 


The owners and managers of .the race_ 


tracks, for all the great amounts they 
have invested in race track property, are 
not more keenly interested than the main 
body of the professional- horsemen, who 
as owners and breeders, look, to the race 
tracks for their subsistence. The pros- 
pect for them i* that the value of their 
property will be sharply reduced, for It 
is to be expected Uiat the first effect of 
the passage of the law will be to reduce 
the attendance and cut. down receipts, 
which 
the 
tracks 
may ' confidently 


be expected to • discount bv a corres- 
ponding reduction In thp amouris of the 
stakes and purses offered. 
. The opening of the New York racing 
season, trnder tie old~ provisions of the 
Percy-Gray-law,-will J» on-April t, at 


the Aqueduct track, and It has been an- 
nounced by the managers of the "course 
that regardless of what may come in 
the way of legislation, the meeting will 
open and be run off under the terms o£ 
the schedule approved by the Jockey 
Club. 
The program of purses has not 


yet been ,announced and horsemen are 
looking ahead to a general reduction of 
the purses, though 'the stakes already 
closed have their usual values. 


The experiment 
In prospect at 
th« 


opening; of the Aqueduct track will be 
the same which failed when'betting was 
suppressed on the Chicago race trades, 
at St. Louis and In New Jersey, at the 
Lmclen and Elizabeth tracks. To follow 
up the Aqueduct meeting the managers 
of other tiacks have asserted that they 
would run off their fltakes for the pres- 
ent year at least, and the prospect is 
that if the plan announced is carried out 
the New York race tracks will risk big 
losses.

teens, to Cincinnati, and then on to 
New Orleajis, where he advanced him- 
self from a bellboy to a cl«rioal posl_ 
•tlon In some of the more prominent ho- 
tels of those two cities. 
Whllo en- 


gaged in this capacity he fell in with 
many racing people, among whom was 
E. J. Batay, who at that time was con- 
sidered the most expert handleapper on 
the turf. At this time players did not 
have the advantage of the modern form 
charts giving them tho exact condition 
of the races as they were run, and had 
(o depend on their own observations. A 
few shrewd turfmen adopted the Idea 
of getting out charts for their own per- 
sonal use, among tho first of whom 
was Jfr. Batay, and in doing- so be en- 
gaged several clerka to do tha work, 
one as a timer, another to take down the 
description, and he himself describing 
the positions at the different sections 
of the trade. 
The position of timer 


was Intrusted to Grannan, and by his 
close observation It was but a short 
time before his services -ware taken up 
by Col. Applegate, who Is attending ta» 
local races this winter, and Is at pres- 
jnt located in San Francisco, Mr. Ap- 
plegate started Grannan out as a book- 
maker and later on the young Kentuck- 
ian 'took up business relations with the 
famous Kentucky trainer, Byron McClel- 
land, and made what waa probably the 
biggest wager on the outcome of a horse- 
race ever made by one Individual, when 
that young man bet on Henry of Na- 
varre In the memorable dead heat con- 
test between the noble Western animal 
and the Eastern crack. Domino, In 1S92, 
at Sheepshead Bay. After the death of 
Mr. McClelland Riley made & Crip to 


England to follow the successes of tho 
then famous 
American 
Jockey, 
Tod 


Sloan, and when at Newmarket he as- 
tonlshed Englishmen by betting $100,000 
on one of the Duke of Portland's two- 
year-old colts ridden 
by 
Sloan, 
the 


youngster being left at tho post. 
After 


the loss Grannan had but 160 to his 
name, showing the gameness and nerve 
of this young Kentucklan. After many 
ups and downs on the English turf he 
returned to America and has operated 
on every known race track.
